Cue day, on his way to the executive 


mansion, Colfax came upon an old mua 
just outside tbe capUol grounds, look- 
ing so dejected and miserable that the 
genial speaker stopped and spoke to 
him. 
The eld man begged for aid in 


getting au audionco with tbe president, 
us m fur all .his effort* had been un- 
availing—and added that it \vas a case 
of life and death. (Joltatf, moved by tho 
old man's distress, brought him,' trem- 
bling with conflicting hopo aud fear, 
directly into the great and kindly pres- 
ence. Without wasting a moment, upon 
preliminaries, tho petitioner pluugsd in- 
to tho heart of his trouble—an old story 
now thrown badly • familiar to thu presi- 
dent's ear. 
Briefly, his son had been 


sentenced to death for having slept at 
his post. He had relieved a nick com- 
rade tho night before, au-J overworn 
nature had succumbed. Lincoln listen- 
ed, all the kindness of his great heart 
reflected in his eyes, but he had already 
issued ho many pardons for tliis orleusc 
that it was beginning to huvo a de- 
moralizing influence- upon a most im- 
portant part of tho service, and coa- 
f^ress had tbr^ht best to give tbo pow- 
er of confirming tbe dccth sentence di- 
rectly to tho generals in chiirgi. Iu this 
particular cnse, too, Cutler hud written 
tho pre«LUut strenuously urging him to 
turn a (leaf car to sny one pleading for 
the f Ifendci'ri pnrilcn, as tho diFcipliuc 
o: his army absolutory required au ex- 
atrip! a.

HAYES' WAR STORY.

Thriainv Incident of One Attack 


The following incident of the great 


civil war was related by the late Presi- 
dent R. B. Hayes while en route from 
Chicago to Indianapolis in the fall of 
1870: 


"I have frequently been asked, "-sa-W 


General Hayes, "to tell the most thrill- 
ing experience that occurred'to me dur- 
ing the four years in the volunteer 
army. It was in 18C4 that the Army 
of "West Virginia tried 
to- capture 


Lynchbnrg, Vs.., but General Lee rap- 
idly se;nt a heavy force to drive us back, 
and it was thought best to fall back to 
the Kauawha valley, where food and 
clothing: could be had, and then go by 
the railways to Winchester again. 


"General Jubal Early's army was 


pressing our forces at every point, and 
I was ordered by General George Crook, 
who commanded the division, to check 
the enemy until our wagon trains and 
artillery could get out of the way. - A 
gup was chosen in the mountains, two 
or three regiments were ordered to 
tnild a barricade across the road in the 
gap, one regiment was sent up the 
mountain on the right and another on 
tin; left of the gap to protect the flanks. 
These regimdnts selected were as accur- 
axe in firing as riflemen could be. 


"It was dark by the time all thesw 


preparations could be made. General 
Crook was careful to give his instruc- 
tion that the point must be held until 
tbe artillery and long wagon trahis 
were beyond the reach of Early. Daik- 
up*"3, etijlness and the mountains envel- 
oped us. Finally an order came to 
march, to follow the army. 
General 


r.u^el Hastings, my aid, was sent up 
the mountain 011 one side to direct the 
regiment to come down and take the 
pike in the rear of tho brigade and 
march rapidly after the artillery. 


"Another of my stall', Major William 


JucKbiley was ordered to go up the 
mountain on the other side arid direct 
the regimt nt to cume down carefully 
and take the road in the rear of tbv 
breastworks

NEVER CAST A VOTE. 


ft Ha* Kzleted For Generation* and 


II a* Tfcree Hundred Inhabitant*. 
There Are Ho Toxe*, No Convtablei 
and No Criminal* There. 


Hjwrtingij is a little village seated 


amid; ,th£. White mountains on the 
boundary between Maine and New 
Hampshire, and is the most unique in 
New England, perhaps in the civilizec! 
world. 


,It, contains 800 inhabitants -within 


the village proper, with as many more 
at work cutting and hauling lumber to 
the .village (from the slopes of the sur- 
rounding mountains. It has two large 
manufacturing industries, large store 
and boarding houses, 26 residences, 
postoffice, electric plant, lighted streets. 
etc. , railroad, telephone, excellent water 
system and sewerage — in short, as many 
modern conveniences as any village of 
its size in New England. Yet it is nei- 
ther city, town, plantation nor even an 
incorporated place. It is nothing. 


Its inhabitants pay no taxes of any 


sort. Babies have been born here, have 
grown to manhood and become heads 
of families and never known what it was 
to pay one cent for taxes. 


There are, of course, a wild land tax 


and a state tax on the mill property, 
but these are paid by nonresidents and 
are something with, which the inhabit- 
ants have nothing to do. On the other 
hand, no inhabitant can vote. 
They 


are, as a rule, well educated, the daily 
papers have a large circulation and the 
people are well posted in current events. 


Yet here, in the very heart of New 


England, is a community who have no 
more voice or influence in national. 
state, county or town affairs than 
though they lived in the heart of Rus- 
sia. Here are gray haired American 
citizens who have never cast a ballot. 
and cannot so long as they live here. 


It is the most cosmopolitan village in 


Now England. Every nation on earth 
is or has been represented here. 


The most remarkable thing about 


this most remarkable place is the entire 
absence of crime. Notwithstanding this 
heterogeneous population there aro no 
police, not even a constable. There wa,b 
a sort of constable here, but his com- 
mission expired, and his duties had 
been so light he did not consider it 
worth his while to renew it. 


Here is the only village in the United 


States to which there is no carriage 
road. The only means of transportation 
to or frota the outside world is by a 
railroad. This railroad starts at Gilead 
and follows the valley of the Wild rivw 
along a route so narrow that in many 
places there is barely room for tho rails 
On every other sido of the village aro 
mountains so steep that even a footman 
can climb their sides only with difli- 
culty and so high that the sun is visible 
only part of the day. 


When this railroad was first built a 


few persons ventured to drivo a carriage 
over the ties. But it proved so difficult 
and dangerous that this method of 
reaching tho village has been aban- 
doned. 


This railroad is ono of the wonders 


of New England. It penetrates 14 miles 
into the wildest defiles of the White 
mountains. A ride upon it is a new ex- 
perience, even to it, traveler who has 
.visited every country upon the globe 
You follow the sinuous Wild river. 
whirling around curves of 40 degrees.

"A woman pickpocket is a meaner 


thief than a man in the same line," 
said Detective McQuaide. "A man is 
usually looking for a pocket that is 
worth while picking and one that will 
not miss what is taken, but with a 
woman it is different. She plies her 
calling among women who can ill afford 
to lose a dollar. The female pickpocket 
bangs around tlw n;«ket houses, -large 
stores and places of that sort. She is 
louscienceless. She will steal the purse 
of a poor woman who is buying food 
for her family, perhaps take from her a 
week's income and leave the family iu 
want for that period. 


"The professional -female pickpocket 


will do more. She may find in the purse 
she steals a few trinkets of trifling 
value, a pin or a locket containing a 
lock of hair, a child's ring, worn may- 
be by a little one that is dead, worth- 
less to her, but priceless to the owner. 
She will immediately take the money 
and throw the purse and trinkets down 
the nearest sewer opening, where they 
are lost forever. Money cannot be iden- 
tified ; the purse and trinkets could be. 


"I recall with satisfaction an inci- 


dent in which a female pickpocket fig- 
ured. She etole the purse of a poor old 
woman, and I arrested her shortly after 
the act. She had disposed of the purse 
before I got her. There had been about 
$7 in cash in it and a small piece ol 
jewelry that belonged to a dead child 
of the woman. The poor woman would 
have willingly given the thief the mon- 
ey in the purse and more for the retnrr 
of the keepsake, but it was lost to her 
beyond recovery. 


"I worked up a fair case against the 


pickpocket. I got her in court, did my 
best to convict her, but because the 
purse was not found in her possession 
she was acquitted. Sympathy for a wo- 
man had much to do with the verdict, 
but there was no sympathy for the wo- 
man who had been robbed. It was with 
great regret that I saw the pickpocket 
walk qut of tho courtroom free. 


"In the corridor she met one of the

to its full capacity.
